Without oxygen, there is no 
life or ‘water so that large 
Quantities of food and water 
would have to be packed. 

These conditions. met, the 
rest devolve into a first-class 
horror story. 

Because. there is no air, 
temperatures are extreme. In 
the. sunlight, it would be so 
hot that blood would boil— 
in fact a human would ex- 
Plode because of the lack of 
air pressure on his body. _ At 
night, or even in shadow, the 
temperatures are pretty .close 
to absolute zero—about 300 
degrees below Fahrénhelt 
zero! 

This means that’ the ‘pio 
neers would have to lug 
around their own heating and 
cooling systems 


THEY MIGHT DODGE 

“Of course, they could 
dodge in and out of the 
shadows of the many moun- 
tains of the moon.” Dr. 
Petrie added whimsically. “If 
they were fast enough, they 
might survive.” 

But, even this would be 
impossible during the night. 
And the nights there, as well 
as the days, last two weeks. 

Lack of atmosphere the 
breathing and not the cabaret 
type—creates 
lem. Meteorites “zing” into 
the moon at the rate of mil- 
lions per 24-hour day with- 
out burning up as they do in 
the protective air blanket sur- 
rounding the earth. 

These range in size from a 
grain of sand to a pea. The 
larger ones wouldn't merit 
“too much worry” because 
they are rare. 


FASTER THAN BULLETS 

But even these tiny pellets 
travel through space and 
anyone standing on the 
moon's ‘surface would have 
his head in outer space — at 
the speed of 30 miles a sec- 
ond. Bullets, by comparison 
are measured only in feet a 
second. 

“That would mean that 
you'd have to have a terrific 
amount of armor plating 
Even a very thick layer of 
lead wouldn't stop a pea- 
sized meteorite, although it 
might absorb the -grain of 
sand size.” Dr. Petrie said

air, a human being would be 
exposed to fierce and fatal

“In fact, I think the first 
pioneers probably would have 
to stay put in their rocket 
ship and not venture out at 
all.” 

Another problem, not quite 
so tough, is the’ reduced 
gravity pull on the moon. 
ONE WAY TO REDUCE 

“A person would weigh only 
one-sixth .his earth weight 
when he was on: the moon: 
This would create some prob- 
lems but it has the very im- 
portant saving grace of mak- 
ing a man's strength much 
greater because he could do 
far more with less exertion,” 
Dr. Petrie said, 

“Another help because of 
this would be greater safety 
in falls. You could drop off 
a two-storey building on the 
moon and it wouldn't feel any 
worse than jumping off a 
fence on earth.” 

Of course, the reverse | 
would be true. The average 
man probably could jump | 
about 24 feet in one high | 
leap. 

On the credit side of the 
moon's conditions, the chief 
factor is the immensely bet- 
ter observation possible of 
the sun, stars and planets 
with no atmosphere to distort 
the probing of telescopes and 
radio equipment 

And there’s something for 
the tourist, too. 


YOU'D SEE STARS 

“You could see four times | 
as many stars with the naked 
eye," Dr. Petrie explained. 
“You'd be able to see the 
sun's corona (halo effect) 
and the earth would be a 
beautiful sight 

“Our planet would: appear 
13 times larger than the full | 
moon does to us and it would 
be far, far brighter 

But even for the 
there'd be a shock. The sky 
wouldn’t have even a trace 
of the most washy blue. It’s 
utterly black 

“Ten years ago, I 
would have thought 
mankind would reach the 
moon in our lifetime,” Dr 
Petrie concluded. “But with 
the amazing 6rogress of 
science now, I think there's 
fair chance the younger 
generation will see it happen. 

“As for living to the time 
when an un-manned rotket is 
shot to the moon, I'm sure | 
we all will see that.”

Sloan to investigate the Sommers 
case the Provincial Government has 
acted wisely, though very late. The 
reputation of the royal commissioner 
and the broad terms of, his commis- 
sion would seem to assure a thorough 
inquiry into a situation which has 
Jong disturbed the people of British 
Columbia 

Now that the charges against 
Mr, Sommers are sub judice of_ the 
commissioner, acting with all the 
powers of a court, no further com- 
ment can be offeréd on them. But 
the public has every right to con- 
sider the peculiar position of Attor- 
ney-General Bonner. 

Nearly two years ago Mr. Bonner 
was presented by Mr. Sturdy with all 
the documents, photostats, company 
records. and other evidence which 
were later filed with the Supreme 
Court in Mr. Sommers’ abortive libel 
suit. 

At that time Mr. Bonner said that 
this:.information:.was_not. worth his 
consideration. He refused to act on 
it. Yet now Mr. Bonner finds that 
the same information is important 
enough for the consideration of 
British Columbia's chief jurist. 

Why this sudden and complete 
change? The reason is obvious. to. 
everyone. Mr. Bonner has been 
driven to set up a royal commission 
by the pressure of an outraged public 
opinion after failing to fulfil his re- 
sponsibilities as first law officer 
of the Crown for twenty-two months. 

He acted only when he had no 
other option, when the Government 
realized—and doubtless told him by 
long-distance telephone—that the 
pressure for a full inquiry could be 
resisted no longer. 

This record does Mr. Bonner and 
his chief, Mr. Bennett, no credit. It 
does great credit, however, to Mr. 
Sturdy, 

Whether Mr. Sturdy’s charges are 
true or not is a matter which cannot 
be discussed at the.moment,but this 
young Vancouver lawyer—acting at 
his own expense, on his own time 
and against the strongest sort of re- 
sistance—has performed a great pub- 
lic service. 

It is he mainly who has com- 
pelled the Government to change its 
policy of suppression. It is he who

dents report, as if it were a new 
discovery, that Mr. Diefenbaker 
would not be entitled to a dissolution 
of Parliament and a snap election at 
this time.

This question was settled finally, 
so far as Canadg is concerned, in the 
famous constitutional issue of 1925 
and 1926. 

After the 1925 election Mr. Mac- 
kenzie King was approximately in 
the positidn of Mr. Diefenbaker. He 
had no majority in Parliament. But 
he believed, as he told Lord Byng, 
the Governor-General, that when he 
met Parliament he would receive the 
support of..Progressive and other 
créss-bench memibers and would get 
a vote of confidence. 

So it turned out. The King Gov- 
ernment secured a series of confi- 
dence votes, even though the Con- 
servatives were the largest party in 
the House. 

Having thus established his con- 
trol of Parliament, and not before, 
Mr. King held that he was entitled 
to a dissolution when he asked it 
of Lord Byng. The Governor-Gen- 
eral refused Mr. King a dissolution 
and called in Mr. Meighen, who was 
promptly defeated in the House and 
was then granted dissolution. ‘ 

When Mf. King argued in the 
campaign of 1926 that the Governor- 
General and Mr. Meighen had violat- 
ed the constitution by refusing a dis- 
solution to an established prime min- 
ister, the electorate agreed with him 
and swept the Liberals back to 
power. 

But Mr. King could not have

No one has the right to 
hurry him and everyone knows that, 
apart from. his ability as a lawyer, 
he has a wide and-unique experience 
as an investigator. 

It is natural that he should be 
reluctant, as Mr. Bennett says, to 
undertake this work immediately 
after his long and laborious study of 
forestry problems. Moreover, he is 
now called upon to éonsider, in 
another aspect, the very system of 
forest management licences which he 
devised in the first ‘place. “Under 
these circumstances his reluctance is 
easily understood. 

The ithportant thing is that he | 
approaches his task--with an un-| 
equalled knowledge of that system,-| 
with no political bias, with all the 
independence and the public confi- 
dence inherent in his high office. and 
in his own personal record 

But if the Chief Justice from now 
on will act precisely as he sees fit, it 
is earnestly to be hoped that he can 
complete his inquiry before the Leg- 
islature convenes early in the new 
year, 

The Legislature alone can decide 
in the end what shall be done as a 
result of the commissioner’s report 
and deserves to receive the report as 
early as conveniently possible. 

For clearly the Legislature will 
be unable to act on Chief Justice 
Sloan's earlier report, concerning the 
whole forest-policy of British Colum- 
bia, and cannot reconsider some 
existing forest management licences 
until it knows whether abuses have | 
occurred, and if so-why, in the ad: | 
ministration of that policy. |

should not take very long. j

These are the constitutional safe- | 
ards of a system which vests in 
e@ prime minister, and him alone 

as an individual, the right to call | 
an election. The practical question | 
in politics, of course, is when Mr. | 
Diefenbaker will call an election. 

Within a few days, or weeks at 
most, he should be in a position to 
call it. whenever he pleases. It.will | 
be surprising if he does not appeal | 
to the eountry sooner rather than 
later.. And thus in postvoning its | 
leadership convention until January, | 
when it could have orcanized its 
affairs this autumn, the Liberal 
Party is taking grave political | 
chances, a calculated risk. | 

Mr. Diefenbaker alone, without | 
even consulting his cabinet, can 
decide whether that risk was well 
or foolishly calculated.

Khrushchev too is fighting for an old 
order, the rule of the Soviet Union by 
the annointed apparatus-priesthood of the 
sacred Communist Party. And the dis- 
missal of Marshal Zhukov as Soviet De- 
fence Minister looks very much like one 
outcedme of Khrushchev’'s fight. 


New. Order 


Like Metternich, Khrushchev is re 
sisting the emergence of a new order, 
in the form of the Soviet Union’s mas- 
sive new classes of officers in the armed 
services and industrialists and agricul- 
turalists and ‘scientists and ‘other able 
men in positions of authority, who are 
party members but not annointed Com- 
munist priests, 

These huge socia] classes were formed 
by Joseph Stalin as humble servants of 
the “Seviet state. While Stalin's ,tefror 
endured, their humility endured. 

But now the-terror is over, arid the 
question arises whether the state's serv- 
ants will become’ the state’s masters. 
The question has taken human form in 
the person of Marshal Zhukov, the first 
Soviet citizen ever to achieve full mem- 
bership in the sacred Party Presidium 
without rising through the ranks of the 
apparatus-priesthood. 

It is a useful corrective to picture 
the strange movements in the Kremlin 
in this manner. Before he was relieved 
as defence minister, Zhukov had certainly 
attained vast. power. 
harms the’ great lever of power of con- 
trol of the. Soviet armed forces, ané

But Zhukov's dismissal is a reminder 
that legitimacy, which Khrushchev has 
had on his side as head of the Commu- 
nist Party apparatus, is also a most im- 
portant source of power in all societies.

If you doubt this curious, unarmed 
and intangible power of legitimacy, just 
consider the story of the first Roman 
imperial dynasty, founded by . Julius 
Caesar and Augustus. 

After Augustus’ death, no less than 
four emperors, including two perverted 
lunatics and one aged cripple, were need- 
ed to make the Roman legions realize that 
their real power could make an emperor 
who did not belong to the deified dynasty. 

So one has to ask oneself whether 
the principle of legitimacy will not retain 
its old spell and strength, in this same 
fashion, in the Soviet Union for quite a 
time to come. 

And against this key question, one 
myst balance the other key question, 
wheitier the men of the new Soviet 
order, men like Zhukov, have the ambi- 
tion and resentment that are needed to

Dramatic Evidence

of Zhukov, just returried from postwar 
exile; when he stared down Stalin's. ex- 
collaborators and repeated our Ambassa- 
dor Bohlen's famous Kremlin toast, “To 
justice.” 


There is the authentic story of 
Khrushchev's greeting to Marshal Rokos- 
sovsky at the moment of crisis in War- 
saw in October a year ago. To the 
Soviet viceroy of rebellious Poland, 
Khrushchev's first words, “You are not 
a marsha] but .a (word utterly unprint- 
able).” 

There is the further fact that Zhukov 
brought back the dishonored Rokossov- 
sky from Poland to Moscow and made 
him vice-minister of defence. And be 
fore he was dismissed as defence min- 
ister, Zhukov placed this same Rokos- 
sovsky in command of the Soviet armies 
in the Caucasus. 


Vital Command 


Surely it means something that Zhu- 
kov’s first intervention, in Khrushthev's 
Turkish crisis was giving the vital bor- 
der cOmmand to a man who must have 
beef at least strongly inclined to take 
orders from Zhukov rather than Khrush- 
chev. * 

In so doing, Zhukov may have initiat- 
ed his own downfall. In’ any case, 
Khrushchev and “the principle of legiti- 
macy” seem to have triumphed again, 
at least fof a time. Khrushchev has tri- 
umphed In part thanks to the active sup- 
port.now being given” him. by: -those.: - 
natural legitimists, the leaders of the 
Communist parties here in Poland, in 
Yugoslavia, and elsewhere beyond.Rus- - 
sia’s borders. Bat Khrushchev and legi- 
timacy have certainly faced a serious 
challenge, and may do so again.

letters to the editor whose writers ask that 
their pen-names be printed. Such letters are 
considered for publication if their authors 
identify themselves to the newspaper.

On my desk lies a letter 
of that type, signed only 
“Native. Son.” It contains 
a cry’ of uncomprehending 
resentment that should be 
heard. 

Why, its ‘writer, wants to 
know, were two small 
Indian.children allowed to 
die in their blazmg home 
when modern fire-fighting 
equipment remained in its 
station a short distance away? 

No explanation that the burning home lay 
outside the jurisdiction of the fire depart- 
ment will previde an acceptable answer to 
the writer. He ‘knows that. two infants 
perished in flames on the Indian reserve. 
Nearby was equipment which might have 
knocked down the fire—-the same equipment 
that was nearby when other homes have 
burned on the Indian reserye. 


POINTS OVERLOOKED 

lative Son” overlooks the fact that the 
men who staff the fire department could not 
know that two small lives were at stake when 
flames raced through the wooden building 
He would scarcely deny them the simple 
human instinct to help small children, had 
they known. He can see only the résult and

His protest is not one to be answered by - 


cold reason. It would serve no purpose to 
point out that children have died from fire 
before the whiteman came to this part of the 
world. It would be valueless to argue that 
a modern fire department, even one which 
did not give service to the reserve, could 
scarcely have been anywhere near the area 
if whiteman's settlement had not led to the 
establishment of such an up-to-date depart- 
ment . 

Withovt influence on him, in the state of 
mind which produced the letter, would be the 
argument that fire departments stand by for 
lis from those who pay for the service— 
and cannot stand by when they are elsewhere 
at fires outside their jurisdictions.

BESSEMER, Ala. (AP) 
A dynamite blast early today

Despite unfavorable winds 
and weather the St. Laurent 
managed to reach the scene of 
the sinking seven: hours after 
the ship went down, -

1914, Goddard 
thought up the idea of 
step rocket (one rocket car- 
ried by another) and devised 
a few’ other improvements. 
He then took out a patent on 
an improved rocket, 

In 1917, he was given a 
Navy commission and the* 
assignment to improve the 
Navy's signal rockets. Doing 
this he got deeper and deeper 
into rocket theory; he wrote 
memoranda about it to his 
superiors. Nothing is known 
about the two questions of 
whether these memoranda 
were read, and, if so, what 
the superiors thought about 
them 

After the First World War 
was over, Gdtidard pulled all 
his reasoning and experience 
together into a very strictly 
scientific treatise called “A 
Method of Reaching Extreme 
Altitudes.” 


PUBLISHED IN 1919 

The Smithsonian Institu 
tion published it in 1919 
or rather that’s the date on 
the cover.
